THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


FOR  THE  YEAR  1958 

The  Chairman  & Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  & Members, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the 
District  for  the  year  1958. 

All  tables  in  this  report  give  figures  for  the  Rural  Districts  Of 
Helmsley,  Kirkbymoorside,  Malton  and  Pickering  and  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Malton  and  Pickering.  The  statistical  data  shown  against  "All  Districts"  in 
this  report  relates  to  the  area  comprised  of  these  districts. 

Section  "A"  (Tables  I to  XIV)  gives  statistics  relating  to 
population,  births  and  deaths.  Because  of  the  small  population  in  each  district 
it  will  be  noticed  that  there  are  marked  variations  between  districts.  For 
example  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for  Pickering  Urban  District  is  72.7  per 
1000  live  births,  England  and  Wales  22.5.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  for 
Pickering  Urban  District  for  the  years  1954  to  1958  inclusive  is  13.5  per 
1000  libe  births. 

Section  "B"  relates  to  Notifiable  Diseases  and  Tuberculosis.

HOUSING  ESTATE  MAINTENANCE 


Routine  housing  repairs  have  been  carried  out  during  the  year  by  the 
Mason  and  Plumber  and  their  respective  labourers.  All  of  these  works  were  done 
in  conjunction  with  normal  routine  maintenance  of  water  supplies  and  sewerage 
disposal.

Rose  Cottage  at  Cawton  which  was  the  only  Council  House  without  water 
borne  sewage  facilities  was  connected  up  to  a septic  tank  and  a W.C.  constructed.

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FOOD  ADMINISTRATION 


Six  samples  of  railk  were  taken  from  producer  retailers  in  the  district 
and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination. 

Twenty- three  dairies  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
Regulations,  1949. 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  area;  slaughtering  is 
carried  out  at  only  two. 

These  slaughterhouses  are  constantly  under  supervision,  and  all  animals 
slaughtered  for  human  consumption  are  examined. 

Handling  and  storage  of  meat  by  local  butchers  was  found  to  be 
reasonably  good.

Several  visits  were  made  to  factories  and  workshops  in  the  area.  There 
is  one  outworker  in  the  district. 


W A T E R SUPPLY 


There  are  pipes  water  supplies  to  all  the  villages  in  the  area  some 
of  which  are  privately  owned.  It  is  difficult  to  maintain  a satisfactory  supply 
to  some  of  these  villages  due  either  to  the  poor  quality  of  the  water  available 
or  the  inadequacy  of  the  supply.  Outlying  farms  and  properties  in  the  remote 
districts  are  supplied  by  privately  owned  springs. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  five  new  services  to  properties  were 
provided  and  thirty  houses  were  drawing  supplies  from  standpipes. 

The  Piethorne  water  scheme  with  booster  supplies  from  the  Ryedale 
Joint  Water  Board  main  at  Stony  Cross  has  worked  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year.  The  proposed  scheme  for  an  extension  to  Carlton, where  the  existing 
Estate  Supply  is  of  both  poor  quality  and  quantity  was  commenced  during  July 
1953  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  was  almost  complete,  it  is  expected  that  this 
scheme  will  be  operating  by  February  1959.

The  Southern  Area  Supply  Scheme  is  proving  a satisfactory  and  adequate 
scheme  and  the  Southern  Area  Extension  Scheme  which  was  being  held  up  by  various 
negotiations  should  soon  reach  a final  state  when  it  can  be  considered  by  the 
Ministry.  Consideration  to  this  scheme  is  becoming  a much  more  urgent  necessity 
as  the  supply  available  through  Hagg  Hall  Rams  is  totally  inadequate  and  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  lead  water  for  a considerable  part  of  the  year,  consequent! 
agricultural  and  other  developments  are  being  held  up  by  lack  of  water. 

ADMINISTRATION 

My  Department  which  is  also  responsible  for  water  supplies  owned 
jointly  by  this  Council  and  the  Kirkbymoorside  Rural  District  Council  from 
Piethorne  employ  two  water  bailiffs  both  full  time,  their  work  includes  the 
alteration  of  supplies  to  non-domestic  users,  tapping  raains  for  new  connections, 
maintenance,  repairs  and  improvements. 

With  the  exception  of  a few  agricultural  properties  where  metering 
has  proved  extremely  difficult  to  carry  out,  the  majority  of  agricultural  premises 
are  no\/  being  supplied  with  water  by  meter.  There  were  210  meters  installed 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  44  visits  were  made  to  the  joint  schemes  and  78  to 
others  a total  of  122  o^rrt  from  the  numerous  visits  made  by  the  bailiffs. 

QUALITY  OF  SUPPLY 

During  the  year  99  samples  of  the  various  water  supplies  in  the  district 
were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination,  71  proved  to  be  satisfactory  and 
28  unsatisfactory.  Unsatisfactory  results  were  follox^ed  up  and  extra  supervision 
of  these  supplies  and  any  cleaning  out ' of  tanks  etc,  found  necessary  was  carried 
out  until  the  supplies  improved .

PUBLIC  GLEANS  IMG 


Refuse  disposal  by  means  of  complete  controlled  tipping  is  being  carried 
out  at  the  new  refuse  tip  at  Pockley  Dale  which  was  opened  last  year. 

By  means  of  close  and  careful  supervision  and  with  the  full  co-operation 
of  the  refuse  collection  staff,  the  tip  has  been  maintained  at  all  times  in  a clean 
and  tidy  condition.  Large  Quantities  of  paper  and  combustible  matter  make  the 
control  of  this  tip  extremely  difficult  but  prohibition  of  fires  of  any  sort  coupled 
with  complete  covering  and  sealing  of  the  refuse,  which  is  never  allowed  to  become 
more  than  8ft  thick,  has  meant  that  the  tip  has  never  been  in  danger  of  catching 
fire  by  any  means. 

This  rigid  controlling  of  the  disposal  of  refuse  inevitably  caused  extra 
work  and  introduced  overtime  but  a careful  study  of  the  collection  system  enabled  a 
number  of  alterations  to  be  made  in  the  collection  routing.  This  has  enabled  the 
staff  to  carry  out  the  collection  and  disposal  during  normal  working  hours. 

All  parishes  of  the  Rural  District  are  served  with  the  exception  of 
isolated  and  out-lying  farmsteads  and  approximately  2,500  tons  of  refuse  was  dispose 
of  during  the  year. 

House  refuse  is  collected  on  a fortnightly  basis  by  direct  labour  using  a 
a Karrier  C.K.  3 - 10  cubic  yard  capacity  refuse  vehicle. 

DRAINAGE  AMD  SEWERAGE 


There  are  six  sewage  disposal  works  situated  in  the  area,  five  of  which 
deal  exclusively  with  the  treatment  of  sewage  from  this  area,  namely  Helmsley, 
Oswaldkirk,  Sproxton,  Gilling  East  and  Ampleforth.  The  sixth  sewage  disposal  works 
at  Wombleton  serves  the  parishes  of  Beadlacu  Harome  Newton  and.  Wombl'eton  and  is 
'administered  by  thish Department  under  the  Joint  Committee  of  the  Helmsley  and 
Kirkbyn oc r sp.de  Ruryl  District  Councils, 

The  Helmsley  Sewage  Works  are  of  an  outdated  design  and  are  inadeoyxate 
to  deal  sucessfully  with  the  amount  of  sei/age  which  now  comes  from  Helmsley  town. 
There  are  constant  complaints  from  the  River  Board  and  users  of  the  river  that  the 
effluent  from  the  works  is  polluting  the  river  and  destroying  the  fish.  A scheme 
has  been  prepared  for  a new  sewage  disposal  works  and  this  proposal  has  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  consideration.  An  enquiry  was  held  by  a Ministry 
Inspector  and  it  is  expected  that  approval  will  be  given  to  the  scheme  early  in  the 
new  year. 


CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION 


During  the  year  eight  privies  were  converted  to  the  water  carriage  system 
in  the  various  parishes  of  the  district.  There  were  also  two  houses  built  both 
of  which  had  water  closet  accommodation. 

S A LVAGE 


There  is  no  salvage  scheme  in  operation  in  this  area.

RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Rodent  Operative  employed  jointly  by  this  Council  in  conjunction 
with  the  Kirkbynoorside  Rural  District  Council  to  carry  out  their  obligations 
under  the  prevention  of  damage  by  pests  Act,  1949,  has  been  fully  engaged  throughout 
the  year.  Regular  treatments  were  carried  out  on  the  Council-owned  refuse  tips, 
sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  together  with  open  ditches.  The  number  of  propertie 
surveyed  was  976  and  218  treatments  were  carried  out. 

The  sum  of  £151.  7s.  9d.  is  recoverable  for  work  carried  out  on 

business  premises.
